Re will 
then make a full and comprehensive 
report of the condltipng at the plant 
aa he finds them and asli the State Im- 
bor Board tor a direct ruling. Upon 
raoaipt of thia rulinf it will be made 
public and the number of youagsterB 
who are now clamortnc for work will 
know what they may expect and the 
managers will know bow to proceed. 

Even though the law does permit 
them to work In this plant it will be 
necessary for children between 14 and 
16 yearn of age to obtain a working 
parmlt *

When tha Chaaapaaka a&d Ohio 
Railroad Compony's Coal Dooka bum- 
ed at this place the company an- 
nounced that llicy proposed to build 
it farther East for convenliMice of the 
road and to prevent the blocking of 
cross streets in the city of Maysviilo 
Shortly after that they began work 
at areotlnr a ateel and concrete dock 
near Concord, Lewis county and it is 
now completed. 

Since the burning of the docks at 
this place Ihc company Iiuh been using 
a large "digger" with which to load 
their trains with coal on the site of 
the old docks but this morning this 
waa discontinued here and the new 
docks at Concord were started. 

The moving of the coal docks to 
Concord will ultimately prove distinct 
loss to Maysvllle as the pay roll of 
the plant Is said to be something like 
$2800 per month and the most of the 
man who worked on the docks and 
ware connected with the docks either 
lived In Maysvllle or Its suburbs and 
this pay roll finally found its way to 
the cash drawers of the local mer- 
chants. For the present, it Is expect- 
ed that the men working on and about 
the docks and pumping station will 
continue their homes near Maysviiie 
but It la reaaonable to believe that 
these fOmllllea will finally move closer 
to their work. Maysvllle being the 
largest city In this territory much of 
this money will come here any way 
but much which would have been 
spent here bad the plant remained 
hare will now be spent with merchants 
nearer the plant 

One distinct advantage'to Maysvllle 
In the moving of the docks from this 
city Is that In the future there will 
not be so much of an excuse for the 
blocking of East end cross streets. 
Wben Bast bound enginea w'ere coaling 
at the docka they often ileft their train 
of oars standing on the tracks within 
the city thus blocking the crossings 
In some cases for (lulte a while. This 
excuse will be entirely removed and 
Maysvllle's East end cross streets 
should be clear In the future. 

An effort was made on the part of 
the Maysvllle Chamber of Commerce 
to hold the docks In Maysvllle but tiie 
railroad company explained that there 
were many advantagea In moving It 
farther East. 

The pumping station at the site of 
the old coal docks will be diecontinued 
during the week thus removing two 
more tamllles from tha auburba of the 
city.

REDUCTION ON MINI- 
MOM NIAIIGE FOR 
ELECTRICITYISMADE 

Laws and Urdluanre CoaunJttee of 
Coaaen Draft Law Covariag Gas 

and Elv(^triclt) Contract- 
Minimum Charge Redaeed 
T««aty<flve Ceata. 

At a meeting of the Laws ahd Ordi- 
nance Committee of the Maysvllle CMy 
Council held at the Council Chamber 
on .Monday evening the new gas and 
electric contract with the Maysviiie 
Qns Company was gone over thor- 
oughly and the committee obtained a 
roduptlon of twentyrflve cents on the 
minimum monthly charge for eiectrlc- 
'f The tentative contract provided 
that there ahould be a minimum 
charge of one dollar per month for 
electricity but the committeemen and 
representatives of the Maysviiie Oas 
Company discussed the matter and fin- 
ally the representatives of the com- 
pany agreed to reduce this minimum 
charge to seventy-five cents. 

Except for this change the contiact 
retiiains the same as the nrlginai diait 
presented to council at the regular 
lune meeting and which was publish- 
ed In substance in the Public Ledger. 

The Laws and Ordinance Committee 
drew up an ordinance covering the 
contract as revised, thus for an- 
other year settling the ga.s and elec- 
tric question. This ordinance will be 
presented to council as a whole-at the 
adjourned meeting scheduled for to- 
night and at that time It will be adopt- 
ed and become operative. 

The ordinance will contain the 
Cireat WTiIte Way clause and work at 
the building of this Great White Way 
will begin just as sodii as the .Mays- 
vllle Gas Company can get the mater- 
ial and get the matter straightened 
out with the manufacturers and Job- 
bers, with whom they have an un- 
derstanding on the matter. 

This committee also thoroughly dis- 
cussed the automobile siieeding over 
Limestone bridge and every member 
of the committee felt ready to provide 
more legislation to cover the speedy 
approach to this bridge where a ser- 
ious accident Is. liable to happen at 
most any time. City AttSmey Daly as- 
sured the coiincilmen that the city 
and state already had laws covering 
this matter that would serve admir- 
ably and It is understood that the city 
offlcials. will begin at once the rigid 
enforcement of these laws to prevent 
any bad accident on tha connecting 
bridge between the Eastern and West- 
ern sections of the city.

The feeling of the French people 
was illustrated by the fact that when 
the Germans left the Hotel Dee Ra- 
servoirs for their special train at %'.4$ 
last night a crowd of MOO gatherad 
outside, hooting the enomj rapreaiiBta- 
tives. This waa tha first danMaatra- 
tton against them in the weeks they 
have been In France. 

Latest advices from Berlin and 
Weimar reiterate that Germany will 
not accept the revised treaty nnlesa 
It contains important modlleatkma. 
Through reports, the German Oovem- 
ment has been apprised from time to 
time of the alterations, and in this 
way already is In possession of the 
main concessions. 

The optimism in allied circles which. 
had been so noticeable in tha lut few 
days, changed today to a feeling of 
uncertainty as to whether the Oer- 
i.ians will find the modifications suf- 
llcient to warrant acceptance. This 
.".ttltude was refiected by the public, 
attitude which eagerly scanned every 
word touching on the situation. Thara 
were no demonstrations In the stroata, 
and the people went about their buai- 
ness as usual, but the olr was elec- 
tric with a nervous tension as the 
citizens silently considered the one 
great question — "peace or war?" 

To the eastward, beyond the battle 
scarred regions over which the armies 
fought and refougVt for four years, 
the armies of Marshall Ferdlnaali 
Foch waited on Oerinan soil for the 
word that will send them to Berlin, or 
reduce them to the status of a mere 
pi lice force. 

To the northward, the great ships 
of the British navy, their movamant 
shrouded In mystery, were known to 
be preparing for a quick deacent upon 
the all but unprotected Qeijnan coast 
If the verdict is war.

A member of the U. S. Tariff CommiMion advocates a law which 
will "authorize the President to levy by prociaiimtion additioual 
dntiea on goods wliich are being systematically dumped into the 
United Statei, or to prohibit their importation in case he has rea- 

•on to believe that the losiili will he to injure, destroy or prevent 
the establishment of an American industry." 

There yon have one more illustration of the grasping ambition of 

bureaucracy. More power, is the limitless desire, "lieave it to me," 
is bureaucracy's motto. Personal government, is the ideal. Uovem- 
ment by law is not even a last resort. 

Just think of the possibilities of a broiid creation of discretion 
suo|i as that opposed. Certain commodities are shipped in large 
quatitities into this country. Persons interested as mannfacturers 
of the same coiiiiiKHlitics iisk for a proclamation apainst the importa- 
tions. The importers oppose the issuance of a ban. Speculators lay 
in a supply of the goods imported at low prices and suddenly the 
country is taken by suri)riso by issuanec of a prohibition order that 
shuts out further importations, increases the value of goods already 
brought in, makes fortunes for those who bought up the supply, and 
starts nimors as to some one having' an advance ti|) us to tlie best time 
to buy, in what quantities, what commodities, and at what prices. 

People Who remember the rumors of fortunes made in the stock 
market a few years back by men who got an early tip on a Presiden- 
tial note, will see the danger of repetition of incidents that tend to 
shake confidence in government. Creating opportunities for that 
sort of hing is hardly the part of wisdom. 

The proper policy for America is to regard importations of ar- 
ticles that can be produced here as "unfair" to American producers. 
iWe should prevent such unfair competition by imposing an import 
duty at least equal to the difference in cost of production here and 
in the country of lowest cost of production provided the latter conn, 
try sells to us a quantity sufficient to be a menace to our home in- 
dustry. But the rate of duty, tl;e time and manner of its est^ib- 
lishment, should be fixed by law, m that every person interested may 
have equal knowledge of the proiiosed action and the time when it 
is to become effective. The rights of importers^and producers should 
be fixed by law and not be subject to the varyiug discretion of a 
President, especially one who believes in the "removal of all econo- 
mic barriers." 

This discussion has dealt with the subject wholly from the stand- 
point of governmental policy. A:; a matter of constitutional law it 
is doubtful whether any pretext could be devised that would sus- 
tain even technically a delegation of power to the President to fix- 
import duties.

Boys' Working Reserve, a branch of 
the Department of I^bor. This med- 
al is given to every boy enrolled iu the 
Reserve in recognition of 36 days' 
laltUul service on the farm heiplnp 
to ralae food to feed the starving peo- 
ple of Europe. When the Reserve boy 
completes 65 days of service he re- 
ceives a medal larger in size and for 
75 days' work lie rocoivcs tlic Honor- 
able Service liar. 

All boys in Kentuclcy from 16 to 21 
years of age are eligible to enroll in 
the Reserve for farm labor. Boys who 
Ut* and work on the farms are as wel- 
erane as the boys in cities and towns 
who go to the farms. A large number 
of farm boys in Kentucky are already 
enrolled and many are ^ulni; out to 
the farms from the cities and towns 
for vacation worlc on the farms. 

Acting npon the request of the De- 
partment of Labor at Washington, the

continue until the late harvest in or-

Dr. Rice, Mason County's Health Of- 
flcer this afternoon Issued Uie follow- 
ing statement: 

In September 1917. the Olty Council 
unanimously passed an ordinance to 

regulate the delivery and sale of ijillk 
and milk products In Maysvllle. Thin 
was a splendid ordinance from the 
standpoint of giving to the city a sup- 
ply ot milk, whieh would contain' the 
proper elements tor nutrition, be clean 
and safe from a sanitary standpoint. 
DurinK the year 1918 this ordinance 
went evidently out of fashion, no milk 
licenses were Issued and hence no con- 
trol or supervision of the milk con- 
sumed in Maysvllle. At the present 
time no one knows who to selling milk 
in Mhysvllle, where It U hetag pro- 
duced or how It is being handled. 

Milk Is one of the beet food products 
used by human beings and contains 
those constituents which are especial- 
ly valuable for children and babies. 
On the other hand it is a dangerous 
food unices properiy handled and de- 
livered to the consumer a pure pro- 
duct Milk is easily contaminated by 
tilth and disease germs and is a known 
spreader of diseases like typhoid fever 
and the summer complaints of chil- 
dren and babies, within the past three 
weeks a case diagnosed as typhoid 
fever in thto county was investigated 
by the Health Department On vlsit- 
int; this family It was learned that the 
patient, was living in surroundings 
that were not too sanitarj. There 
was no privy on the place, but cows 
were kept and milked by this family 
and the cream sold in Maysviiie. Many 
epidemics ot disease have started in 
places like tbis one. 

There Is no reason why the people 
of Maysvllle should not have u safe 
and wholesome supply of milk, but in 
order to attain this end, It is necessary 
that this ordinance be put in effect 
and continued so. In order to have 
a safe milk for consumption it to ne- 
cessary to have control of the supply 
and to get this control It Is necessary 
to know who Is selling and delivering 
It. The ordinance covers this point by 
requiring all milk dealers to have a 
license. SBCTION 1. "No person shall 
bring into the City of Maysviiie for 
sale, or shall sell or offer for sale, 
any milk or cream, skim milk or but- 
ler-milk intended for human con- 
sumption without a permit or license 
issued by the Mayor so to do." By 
latwratory examination and the In- 

pection of the qyiik and the dairies it 
IS 'easy to determine where the best 
and the worst milk to coming from. 
The people of Maysviiie want the best 
of everything and to have the best and 
purest milk possible It Is necessary to 
know under what conditions it is l)e- 
ing produced and what it shows on ex- 
amination. It to the duty of the Health 
Department to furnish thto toforma- 
tlon. 

Every man is proud of the goods he 
is producing or selling, stands t)ack 
of them and wants them to lie the best 
on the market and this holds true of 
the Dairyman and the milk dealer. 
Tbis ordinance was framed and passed 
so that the Health Department woiild 
be a help to these men to put out a 
first-class product. The Health De- 
partment does not want to dictate to 
the milk men, but to co-operate with 
them for the ifflprorement ot their 
product 

Thto milk ordinanee to supposed to 
be In effeet now. but it to not Hie 
Health Department to protect the pub- 

llc health asks that It be put In effect 
Immediately and will do its part In 
making it do so. Licenses are to be 
obtained from the .Mayor before the 
rirst of July 1919 for the year 1919 and 
the Health Department will begto the 
nrst of Jaly to mate Inspeettau aad 
Invsstigatloas as lequlted hy tUs or- 
dinance. 

The first step for the milk dealers 
and producers is to obtain their li- 
censes before July first and conduct 
their business as aoi|rIy as possible 
in aeoordanee with thto orMpaaee. 

The flrst step tlM ettlaaas of the 
city is to take an taitereat in' the milk 
they are using by finding out If tlii lr 
Dairyman has a license to sell milk 

An all together pull of the Milkmen
